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Report of Grand Master

To the Officers and Members of the 

Grand Lodge of Alberta, I.O.O.F. 


Dear Brothers: 

With the increase of activities throughout the Jurisdiction, amid 
the hurry and excitement of a chaotic world, I now find that an¬ 
other year has passed into history. Another year has become but 
experience and it now becomes out duty to reminisce in the hope 
that through past experience we might reasonably expect what the 
future may be and thus lay our plans for a healthier, stronger and 
more efficient fraternity as the years come and go. 

So may I invite you to take a trip with me over the past year 
but first let me thank the Brothers throughout the Jurisdiction for 
their kind co-operation and may I assure all Grand Lodge Officers 
that I appreciate very much their kindness and support in the work 
and may I be privileged to extend my sincerest thanks to our Acting 
Secretary, Brother J. H. Ross, P.G.M., and to Brother A. W. North- 
over, who so kindly assisted in the work of this office when the 
same became vacant through the passing of our Grand Secretary. 

Our Grand Secretary from the time I took office was fighting 
against the weakening influence of illness and amid the impotency 
of all earthly help slowly sank to his last resting place and thus 
passed from our sight, but not from memory, our beloved Brother 
Alex B. Ballentine. 

I was particularly pleased with the stick-to-itiveness of our 
Subordinate Lodges throughout the Province even though many of 
our younger members have been called to serve in His Majesty’s 
forces. 

These younger members were taking the initiative in their res¬ 
pective lodges and their work and influence is sadly missed in many 
cases. However, the older members are carrying on and will keep 
the home fires burning ’till the boys come home. 


DISTRICT DEPUTY GRAND MASTERS 


My first duty was to approve of the recommendations of the 
various districts in respect to the office of District Deputy Grand 
Master. Relying on these recommendations I promptly approved 
of the names submitted. 

I wish at this time to commend the Subordinate Lodges on 
their choice of their District Deputy Grand Masters for their res¬ 
pective districts, as I found, in the great majority of cases, those 
appointed to that office, did their work very well indeed. It was a 
pleasure working with them and I enjoyed it. 

District Deputy Grand Masters were appointed in all districts 
except in District No. 32 and although I did my’best to have one 
appointed there, I was not successful. 

In my opinion District Deputy Grand Masters are holding very 
important offices. They should be selected by their respective lodges 
only after careful thought and due consideration as to their will¬ 
ingness and ability to fill the office efficiently and after having re¬ 
ceived the appointment Grand Lodge would be well advised to give 
these Officers the honor and dignity that the responsibility of his 
office demands. 

To all District Deputy Grand Masters, who have so splendidly 
co-operated with me in my work, I wish to extendi my appreciation 
and thanks, and I wish to further state that I have appreciated the 
privilege of working with you. 

3. DISTRICTS 

I visited District No. 3, who, I understood, wished to amalga¬ 
mate with District No. 2, but this thought was reconsidered and it 
was unanimously decided that the district remain as it is. 

4. DISTRICT MEETINGS 

I have had the privilege of attending many District Meetings 
and may say in all cases that I was pleased with the interest shown. 
Evidences of a wider and deeper use of the principles of Odd Fellow- 
ship were plainly seen. 

The seriousness of the present world situation affords an op¬ 
portunity to our entire Order and I am convinced that our members 
are not only willing, but, determined to grasp this opportunity and 
do their best to establish peace, order and Brotherliness that is so 
much needed today. 


Our Constitution and By-Laws, with the proposed amendments 
thereto, received necessary but not undue attention. 

And as a whole our District Meetings were very interesting 
and profitable.

August 17th. After the Memorial Service I spent some time with 
Grand Secretary and Brother Murray Saunders, P.G.M., seeking 
information regarding Irma Lodge No. 56, now defunct, also 



as to Coalhurst Lodge No. 105, now defunct, and Lees Creek 
Lodge No. 123. 

August 18th.— Arranged by telegram to meet Brother Clarke, P.G. 
M. and Brother Young, Grand Warden, at Corona Hotels Ed¬ 
monton, in connection with arranging a settlement with Grand 
Lodge indebtedness to Irma Lodge. 

August 19th.—Left Beiseker at 8 a.m. for Edmonton to keep my ap. 
poinment with Brother Clarke and Brother Young. Brother 
Clarke was conversant with all the facts relating to Irma Lodge 
No. 56 and' also to the incorporation of Irma Lodge into Wain- 
wright Lodge. On comparing his files and mine we found that 
the account had been increased by approximately $100.00. After 
much study and discussion I decided to accept Brother Clarke’s 
most generous offer to go to Irma and settle this account and 
he advised that he would write Mrs. Knudson of such arrange¬ 
ment.

and P.D.D.G.M. and now the Financial Secretary of said lodge 
also met Brother Finlay McKenzie N.G. 
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From Czar I went to Provost and visited Brothers of Pro¬ 
vost Lodge No. 139 including. Brother F. Washburn, N.G., Bro. 
R. S. Winter, R.S. and Brother J. B. Seath. 

From Provost I undertook to drive to Consort but was de¬ 
layed on account of rain and' mud and had to stay for the night 
at Monitor. 

August 21st.—I left Monitor for Consort at 7.30 a.m. Here I met 
several members of Consort Lodge No. 19 and had a good visit 
with Brother A. P. Henry D.D.G.M. of District No. 18A. 

From Consort I drove to Alliance. This is a one Lodge 
District No. 26 with I. Miller, D.D.G.M. I had a very good 
visit here and learned they were contemplating the celebration 
of their 26th Anniversary sometime in the latter part of Sept¬ 
ember and they hope to bring many of the Northern Lodges 
together at that time when I expect to be with them. 

From Alliance I drove to Halkirk and visited the Brothers 
of Halkirk Lodge No. 61. This Lodge is experiencing some 
difficulty owing to the fact that so many have left but the 
Noble Grand assured me that their lodge would be kept going 
and promised to keep in touch with me regularly. 

From Halkirk I drove to Stettler where I visited a number 
of the Brothers, also Sister Wendt, Vice-Pres. of the Rebekah 
Assembly, who gave me a very good outline of the activities 
of the Rebekah Lodges of the Northern part of the province. 
By this time the day was spent so I continued home. 

While it was possible to meet all these Brothers in their 
respective Lodges, I am fully convinced that my visits were 
very beneficial. I believe in some cases more beneficial than if 
I had attended their Lodge. 

Brother C. F. Lohrke accompanied me on this trip. 

August 25th.—I visited th e Grand Secretary at his office. 

September 2nd.—Attended meeting of Beiseker Lodge No. 84. At 
the conclusion of which we were joined by Rainbow Rebekah. 
Lodge No. 114 for a social hour to bid farewell to Brother and 
Sister Weatherly who are leaving our town. The respective 
lodges presented them with a very suitable gift after which we 
all enjoyed Beiseker’s usual splendid banquet. Brother Red¬ 
ing, N.G. was Master of Ceremonies. 

September 6th.—I visited Red Deer and had a long talk with Broth¬ 
er J. Campbell R.S. of Waskasoo Lodge No. 16. I also visited 
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Brother A. Robinette, N.G. of the same Lodge, who was con¬ 
fined to the hospital and I visited Brother Hayhoe, who had 
been confined to the hospital in Red Deer for some months. 

I was glad to be able to visit Brother Robinette and Brother 
Hayhoe during their illness anti! I can assure you they apprecia¬ 
ted my interest in them. 

Waskasoo Lodge is not as good as it should be but I think 
when the holidays are over it will get back to form again. 

September 5th.—Visited, Brother W. L. Lee, R.S. of Penhold Lodge 
No. 98. Brother Lee was not long in rounding up several mem¬ 
bers of Penhold Lodge and I had avery good visit with them. 

September 6th.—Spent several hours in the office of the Grand Sec¬ 
retary. 

September 9th.—Spent some time in the office of the Grand Secre¬ 
tary. 

September 23rd.—Called at the office of the Grand Secretary and 
discussed matters at length with him. Also visited Brother 
Northover and discussed with him at length the business of 
our lodge. 

September 25th.—I attended a meeting of Crescent Lodge No. 81 
at which we were agreeably surprised to have with us Brother 
Sorenson, Sovereign Grand Lodge Representative, who had just 
returned! from the Sovereign Grand Lodge Sessions. He gave 
us a very interesting talk. Another big surprise of the even¬ 
ing was to have the Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia with us and we all enjoyed him very much. We 
also had with us Brother W. Browne, D.D.G.M. of District No. 
13 who is always interesting and a very influential and active 
officer. Brother Waters, N.G., was in his usual good form and 
we had in all a very interesting meeting. 

October 3rd.—Spent the afternoon in Calgary in connection with fun¬ 
eral arrangements for the late Brother Ballentine, Grand Sec¬ 
retary, and wiring the news of his sudden death to all out of 
town Grand Officers and notifying the Subordinate Lodge of 
Hamilton, Ontario, where the remains were to be sent, and also 
the Secretary of the Grand Lodge of Ontario. Arrangements 
were made for suitable flowers from the Grand Lodge. I visited 
Mrs. Ballentine and conveyed to her the sympathy of all Grand 
Officers and of our Order. 

October 6th.—I attended! the funeral of the late Brother Ballentine 
at 2.45 p.m. Immediately after the funeral I called a meeting 
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of the Advisory Board, consisting of the Grand Treasurer, Grand 
Warden, Deputy Grand Master and myself, being four of the 
six members on the Board. This meeting was called' for 4 p.m. 
to discuss the advisibility of appointing an acting Grand Sec¬ 
retary until next Grand Lodge Session and I am pleased to state 
that the members present heartily concurred in my wishes to 
appoint Brother Ross, P.G.M., who very willingly offered his as¬ 
sistance to act. I had previously interviewed Brother Ross, who 
at this time was confined to the hospital, but he was doing 
nicely and excepted to be out soon. My reasons for appointing 
Brother Ross was that he had a vast knowledge of the work 
and that he woiild not be a candidate for this position at our 
next Grand Lodge Session, and thus leave this most impor¬ 
tant position to the wishes of the Grand Lodge. 

October 8th.—Spent the day in the office of the Grand Secretary ar¬ 
ranging matters and planning work with Brother Ross, Acting 
Grand Secretary, and Brother Northover. 

October 11th.—Spent the day in the office of the Grand Secretary. 

October 18th.—.Spent some time in the office of the Grand Secretary. 

October 27th.—I left Beiseker at 8 a.m. intending to visit Prairie 
City Lodge No. 135 and Spirit River Lodge No. 136. I drove 
as far as Athabaska, 100 miles North of Edmonton, when I found 
it was impossible to get to either Grand Prairie or Spirit River 
as miles of road were under repair and with almost a foot of 
snow on the ground the road had been closed indefinitely. From 
Athabaska I wired Prairie City Lodge that I was unable to 
get through and asked them to advise Spirit River. 

October 28th.—Left Athabaska in about 6 inches of snow at 6.30 a.m. 
and arrived in Edmonton about noon and then planned to leave 
Edmonton and visit the lodges on the Jasper route and learned 
that this trip was impossible because a bridge was out and was 
advised that the road was closed until June 1942 so I stayed in 
Edmonton and visited Friendship Lodge No. 7 that evening in 
company with Brother Young, Grand Warden. We had a very 
igood meeting. One candidate was initiated and they had two 
ready for their next meeting night. At the close of this meet¬ 
ing Brother Young and I drove to Unity Rebekah Lodge No. 26 
This Lodge was being paid a visit by Sister Watson, President 
of the Rebekah Assembly of Alberta, and Brother Young and I 
helped them as much as we could under the refreshment order. 
So with all our disappointments we came to the end of a per¬ 
fect .Jay. 
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October 2©th.—Left Edmonton and drove to Wetaskiwin and there 
I had a very splendid visit with Brother H. B. Staples, D.D.G.M. 
District No. 25. 

From Wetaskiwin I went to Ponoka and there the following 
Brothers, Charles Plant; George Holben; A. S. Cartwright; R. 
H. Slater; Stan Jensen; M. E. Granlund; H. N. Thorn and Thos. 
Hickmore arranged a meeting, one in which we fully discussed 
all subject matter on our minds to the benefit of Odd Fellowship 
not only in the district of Ponoka but also throughout the whole 
Jurisdiction. This was really one of my very best meetings. 

October 30th.—Left Ponoka and drove to Lacombe and called on 
Brother C. E. Todd, R.S., of Magnet Lodge No. 12 at Lacombe 
and discussed the work with him. This lodge should be better 
than it is for th e size of the town. However they are still in¬ 
tact and when the fall’s work is over I have no doubt that this 
lodge will be up and coming. 

From Lacombe I drove to Red Deer, called: on Brother J. A. 
Campbell. R.S. of Waskasoo Lodge No. 16, also went to the 
hospital and visited Brother Robinette, N.G. of the lodge and was 
glad to learn that his health was much improved and that he 
expected to be out in about another week. I also called to see 
Brother Hayhoe who was still ill at hi3 home but seemed a 
little more cheerful than when I last called. 

Left Red Deer and returned to Beiseker about 10.30 p.m. 

November 4th.—I attended District Meeting of District No. 8 at 
Milo. The district is comprised of the following lodges:— 

Samaritan Lodge No. 91. 

Lomond Lodge No. 127. 

Milo Lodge No. 154. 

I was pleased to note the interest of these lodges and was es¬ 
pecially pleased with Milo. This lodge had been almost dor¬ 
mant for some time and I am glad to report that at this meet¬ 
ing Lomond was represented by 12 members and Milo had more 
than 20 members present. Samaritan was, of course, well rep¬ 
resented. The business of the district was well carried out and 
these lodges report a much better financial standing than that 
of last year. 

November 5th.—I attended my own lodge Beiseker No. 84. 

November 6th.—Attended the district meeting of District No. 13A 
of the Rebekah Assembly of Alberta, at Three Hills. This was 
a very splendid meeting indeed and was really outstanding in the 
number of Assembly and Grand Lodge Officers present, namely, 
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Sister Schroyen, D.D.P. 

Sister Wendt, Vice President. 

Sister Watson, President of the Rebekah Assembly. 

This meeting was so loaded with work that it was still going 
strong at 2 a.m. and I can assure you there was much interest 
shown. 

November 7th.—Attended a meeting of the Home Fund Board at 
7 p.m. in the Office of the Grand Secretary. The business of 
this meeting was concluded at 9 p.m. 

November 7tb.—After the meeting of the Home Fund Board I at¬ 
tended the district meeting of District No. 11 at Hillhurst Lodge 
No. 46. This meeting was not as well attended as I had ex¬ 
pected but the work was very ably handled and I have no doubt 
but the lodges of this district are all in good! shape. Bow Val¬ 
ley Lodge No. 89 at Cochrane seems to be the weakest lodge 
but I am sure from the discussion which took placfe that this 
lodge will get ample support from the district. 

November 11th.—-Left Beiseker at 12 o’clock noon and d r ove to 
Claresholm and that evening attended Foot Hills Lodge No. 13. 
This was a very interesting meeting. The members of Beaver 
Lodge No. 27 were present with their Degree Team and confer¬ 
red the second degree after which the brothers of Foot Hills con¬ 
ferred the third degree. This was a very full night and it lef f 
a very favorable impression with me. 

November 12th.—I drove from Claresholm to Bow Island and at¬ 
tended Bow Island Lodge No. 80. Winnifred No. 67 was well 
represented: as this was also the district meeting for these two 
lodges. This meeting was really better than I expected to find. 
Both Lodges were well represented and I enjoyed their attitude 
very much. I understood they wished to join their district with 
that of District No. 2 but in the course of our discussion they 
unanimously decided to carry on. 

While at Claresholm on the evening of November 11th I 
received a wire from Pincher Creek urgently requesting me to 
attend the funeral of our late Brother Allison on November 13th 
at 2.30 p.m. in Pincher Creek. I had arranged to meet the 
Brothers of Cowley Lodlge at this hour so I at once got busy 
and arranged to hold with them a deferred meeting at 4 o’clock. 

November 13th.—Complying with these arrangements I left Bow- 
Island at about 7 a.m. on Nevember 13th and arrived at Pincher 
Creek about 11 a.m. Got in touch with the Brothers of Pincher 
Creek No. 6 when all arrangements were made for the funeral 
at 2,30 o’clock. We marched to the house and from the house to 
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the church. At the graveside the Brothers from Pinchier Creek. 
No. 5 conducted the Odd Fellows funeral service in the most 
impressive way I have ever witnessed. I met the bereaved 
family and conveyed to them the heartfelt sympathy of the 
members of our Order. 

At 4 o’clock as arranged I met the Brothers of Cowley 
Lodge No. 20 in the Odd Fellows hall in Pincher Creek. They 
have not been meeting for some time and seem to have lost in¬ 
terest and thought they might as well discontinue. This meet¬ 
ing was attended by Brother Cousens, D.G.M., and! after some 
discussion which seemed to be getting nowhere, I asked them 
if they would be good enough to come to Pincher Creek Lodge 
that evening that I might have the privilege of sitting in lodge 
with them before they surrendered their Charter. They agreed 
to this and our meeting adjourned. 

November 13th—I visited Pincher Creek Lodge No,5 at 8 p.m. This 
was by far the best meeting I have attended and words fail 
me to commend the Brothers of Pincher Creek Lodge as highly 
as I would like to. Pincher Creek has one of the most active 
Lodges in Alberta, and most beautifully exempliflies the spirit 
of Odd Fellowship. I had a splendid evening with them—one 
that will be long remembered—and I will always be glad to 
again visit Pincher Creek Lodge No. 5 at any time I have the 
opportunity. The Brothers of Cowley Lodge No. 20, true to 
our agreement, were present and at the close of the meeting 
one of their Brothers rose and said that while he had been a 
member of the Order for thirty years he never knew that Odd 
Fellowship really meant as much as it did, and as for Cowley 
Lodge they had changed their mind entirely and that they 
were going to carry on. 

November 14th—Left Pincher Creek and drove to Lethbridge. Bro¬ 
ther Murray Saunders accompanied me on this trip and we 
visited a number of the Brothers of Mountain View Lodge No. 
4 at Macleod on our way. 

At Lethbridge the Brothers had arranged that I visit Galt 
hospital at the hour between 5 and 6 p.m. where three of our 
Brothers were confined. After this visit we went to the ban¬ 
quet room of Lethbridge Lodge No. 2 where a splendid banquet 
was prepared for us, after which we went to the lodgeroom 
where the regular meeting of Lethbridge No. 2 was held. At the 
close of this meeting the Lodge was turned over to Brother 
Rider, D.D.G.M., to conduct his District Meeting. 

This District No. 4 consists of Lethbridge No. 2 and Viaduct 53. 
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Much interest was shown at this meeting- and many questions 
of importance were discussed. I was accompanied at this meet¬ 
ing by Brother Murray Saunders, P.G.M., Brother Bruce Mor- 
den, P.G.M., and Brother Cousens, D.G.M. 

November 15th—After making some further calls in connection with 
my work, I drove to Calgary and spent part of the afternoon 
in the office of the Grand Secretary and returned home about 
5 o’clock p.m. 

November 17th—Motored: to Stettler and in the evening attended 
the regular meeting at Erskine at 8 o’clock, which was followed 
by their District Meeting. This is District No. 18 and consists 
of: Stettler Dodge No. 32, Erskine Lodge No. 58, Halkirk Lodge 
No. 61, Cornucopia Lodge No. 125 and Donalda Lodge No. 150. 

All these Lodges were well represented except that of Cornu¬ 
copia No. 125. Brothers Summers, D.D.G.M., was in the chair, 
and the’ meeting was handled very efficiently. The reports of 
these Lodges, except Cornucopia, were very satisfactory, and 
Brother Summers is to be highly commended for the splendid 
work he has done in his District. He still has hopes of reviving 
one weak Lodge. At the close of this meeting we enjoyed a 
wonderful banquet. I mention this fact because I wish the 
Brothers to know that I relished every bite of it even though 
I couldn’t eat it all!

At the 
close of this meeting the Lodge was turned over to the Grand 
Master for District Meeting of District No. 13 which consists 
of Sandstone City Lodge No. 17, Crossfield Lodge No.42< and 
Crescent Lodge No. 81. Owing to the circumstance that 
Brother Brown, D.D.G.M., had within the last few days been 



transferred to Vancouver it became my duty to appoint an 
Acting D.D.G.M. who would continue this work until the next 
session of Grand Lodge.

December 2nd—I visited Sandstone City Lodge No. 17 in the I.O.O.F. 
Temple. The attendance at this meeting was good, as could be 
expected, because Sandstone is one of the old reliable city 
lodges, and is always seeking to further the interests of our 

Order. 

December 3rd—Attended District Meeting of District No. 17 which 
is comprised of the following Lodges: Acme Lodge No. 65, Three 
Hills Lodge No. 112, Sunnyslope Lodge No. 57 and Beisekerr 
Lodge No. 84. This meeting was held at Beiseker and, had a 
good representation of all Lodges of the District. Brother Lester 
D.D.G.M was in charge of the meeting and conducted it very 
efficiently. Many points of interest were discussed. Brother 
Dundas received the approval of the District as the incoming 
D.D.G.M. 

December 4th—I visited Hillhurst Lodge No. 46. This Lodge is very 
active and they are adding to their membership—new applica¬ 
tions at almost every meeting. I enjoyed the spirit of Odd 
Fellowship which just seemed to fill the hall. The Third Degree 
was conferred on two brothers in a very impressive manner. 

December 8th—On the request of Sister Watson, President of the 
Rebekah Assembly, Idrove to Big Valley and lifted the Charter 
of Pride of the Valley Rebekah Lodge No. 84. 

December 8th—I visited Drumheller Lodge No .111. We had a 
very good attendance at this meeting.

114 at Beiseker. 

December 10th—I left home at 9 a.m. and drove to Alliance to 
attend the Twenty-fifth Anniversary of their Lodge to which 
were invited Rebekahs and Odd Fellows of Halkirk, Killam, 
Lougheed and Czar Lodges, as well as a number of Grand Lodge 
and Grand Encampment Officers from Edmonton, and also 
Grand 'Patriarch Thomas Hickmore, of Ponoka.

10. DECISIONS 
Spirit River Lodge No.31: 

Question: Would a Brother be forced to give up his rights 
as an Odd Fellow owing to the fact that he now* tends bar, or could 
he still be a member owing to the fact that he was a member 
before he starting tending bar? 

Answer: I would refer you to Sec. 961 of the Code of General 
Laws, 1932, which reads as follows: 

“Entering saloon business or becoming bar-tender or profes¬ 
sional gambler. When a member of the Order shall enter 
into business as a saloon keeper, hotel keeper licensed to 
sell intoxicating liquors, or shall become bartender or pro¬ 
fessional gambler, as those terms are defined by the pro¬ 
visions of Section 484 and the interpretations placed there¬ 
on by The Sovereign Grand Lodge, it shall be the duty 
of the Lodge to which such member is attached to prefer 
charges, or cause them to be preferred, against such mem, 
ber and upon conviction to expel him; provided the accused 
may avoid the penalty of expulsion by withdrawing in good 
faith from the business.” 

And then I would refer you to the Supplement of the Code of 
General Laws, 1932 to 1939, Section 962, 963, clause (b) which 
states as follows: 

‘Intoxicating Liquors. What constitutes ‘intoxicating liquors’ 
depends on local civil law as interpreted by local courts. 
Violation of a law does no£ in and of itself terminate mem¬ 
bership in the Order. Charges must be preferred and a 
trial held.” 

Then again the amendment to Section 484, referred to in Section 
961, which I have quoted, contained in the Supplement to the Code 
of General Laws of 1932-1940, clause (cc) states as follows: 
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“Brothers selling 3.2 per cent Beer Ineligible for Membership. 
Members joining our Order during Federal prohibition and 
becoming a saloon keeper or bartender are violating the 
Laws of the Order/’ 

From these sections I have quoted you will note that this a 
matter for your own Lodge to handle. Violation of a law does not 
in and of itself terminate membership in the Order. Charges must 
be preferred and a trial held, and as stated in Section 961 .which I 
have quoted, this is the duty of the Officers and members of your 
Lodge. 

Unity Rehekah Lodge No. 26: 

Question: Does exemption from payment of dues aply to Sisters 
as well as Brothers in Active Service? 

Answer: Grand Lodge has left the matter of exemption from 
payment of dues directly up to the Subordinate Lodges concerned 
and the matter of exemption from payment of dues is a matter of 
your own responsibility. However, you must remit Grand Lodge 
dues as they are set by Sovereign Grand Lodge and are beyond our

Some of our Lodges are deprived 
of many of their active members on account of the war and I felt 
that my time was well taken up in trying to keep these lodges go¬ 
ing.

I appointed according to the rules and customs of the Jurisdic¬ 
tion Fraternal Delegates, to three sister Provinces to convey the 
greeting of the Grand Jurisdiction, the following brothers:—

20. REBEKAH BRANCH 

I may say that T have been greatly assisted in my work by the 
splendid co-operation of the Officers of the Rebekah Assembly. 

Sister Watson, President, has been a very capable officer. I have 
also received the assistance of Sister Day, Secretary of the Rebekah 
Assembly, and I can assure you that ail the kindly expressions re¬ 
ceived from the Rebekah Assembly have been much appreciated and 
I wish to extend to them my sincere thanks. 

21. LETTERS AND CORRESPONDENCE 

The general correspondence during the term has been heavy as 
I endeavored to keep in touch with each lodge and especially the 
weaker Lodges and tried to follow up my visits with letters, and in 
this way tried to be of as much assistance to them as I could. 

22- OUR COMMITTEES 

I wish to express my sincere thanks to all those outstanding 
men working on our committees who so generously contributed their 
time, talent and ability to the Good of the Order, and I further wish 
to express my appreciation to many of our Past Grand Masters who 
have so kindly co-operated with me in my work giving their inval¬ 
uable advice gained through past experience. 
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23. STATE OF THE ORDER 

At this time I have no definite information regarding the num¬ 
erical standing of the Order througnout the Jurisdiction but from the 
number of reports I have received from the District Deputy Grand 
Masters together with my own personal observation it would indi¬ 
cate that we have again suffered a considerable loss which, 1 am 
sure, we all regret very much. 

Much of this loss is accounted for through suspension for non¬ 
payment of dues. Now it may be that in many cases this was the 
only feasible thing to do yet I think that the Grand Secretary would 
be well advised to look into the matter of suspensions by working 
through the Officers of the Lodges concerned, and by personal letters 
from the Grand Secretary to the brothers suspended, endeavoring to 
have these Brothers re-instated in their respective Lodges. 

It seems to me there is too big a gap between the Subordinate 
Lodges and the Grand Lodge and I think that our Grand Secretary 
should be constantly in touch with the secretaries of all Subordinate 
Lodges, not only giving them the assistance they might ask for but 
take the initiative and try to give them ideas and methods to create 
a more active interest in Oddi Fellowship throughout our Jurisdic¬ 
tion and at the same time create a more harmonious relationship be¬ 
tween the Subordinate Lodges and the Grand Lodge. 

The Grand Secretary’s office should be the very heart of Odd 
Fellowship and our members should be able to feel every beat and 
so enable the arteries of Brotherliness and Good Fellowship to flow- 
unrestricted throughout our Order. 

Our work during Grand Lodge Sessions should not consist main¬ 
ly of building By-Laws and Constitutions, however necessary they 
may be, and then expect every brother to live strictly in accordance 
with same. I think that the greater part of our work should be to 
create Brotherliness that would establish a peaceful order, not only 
within our ranks, but, throughout our Province and thus do our part 
to establish Good Will on Earth to all men. 

And now may I have the privilege to welcome to our forth¬ 
coming Grand Lodge Session the present and past Grand Lodge Offi¬ 
cers and all representatives and may our meeting prove, not only 
pleasant, but profitable to all and may all our actions be founded 
on those grand principles that tend to make men social and humane. 

In conclusion may I say that, while my term of office is almost 
finished and while I am to turn over the responsibility of my office 
to another, I am not prepared to relinquish any of my responsibility 
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to the Order and will, whenever I have the opportunity assume any 
responsibility that I may be capable of fulfilling to the best interests 
of the members of our Order. 

It is just after three years of work on the Grand Lodge Execu¬ 
tive, that I have come to understand something of the magnitude of 
our Order and the doors of opportunity that are flung open to us on 
every side so may I solicit the co-operation of all members as we go 
forth in a new year to endeavor to make it a banner year in Odd Fel¬ 
lowship. 

I can assure the incoming Grand Lodge Officers that they have 
not only my best wishes by my wholehearted support and I will be 
glad to assist them in any way that I can and hope that they will 
use me for what I am worth. 

While my work necessitated the driving of more than 8000 miles 
and took me from my own business a great part of the time, I feel 
that I have been well repaid by the loyalty and kindness that has 
been extended to me by all. 

And now I thank you one and all for the honor you conferred 
upon me in electing me as your Grand Master and hope that my work 
during the past year has met with your approval.

ALEXANDER BAILEY BALLENTINE was bom on 
November 4th, 1877, a son of Mr. and Mrs. Adam Bal- 
lentine, in the City of Hamilton, Ontario, where.he was 
educated in the Public and High schools. He came west 
in the year 1903 as accountant for the firm of L. T. New- 
burn Company, and continued in their employ until they 
dissolved business in 1929. In the year 1920 he wa3 mar¬ 
ried to Miss Christine Mitchell of Hamilton, Ontario. 

He was a Past Master of Zetland Lodge A.F. and 
A. M. and the Calgary Lodge of Perfection, A. and A.S.R. 
and was an active member of the Alpine club and the 
Calgary Lawn Bowling Club. 

He lived the best years of his life in the shadow of 
the Rocky Mountains, from whose peaks comes the ozone 
which makes strength of body and vigor of mind. How 
he loved those mountains, to participate with others in 
'.limbing their peaks and commenting upon their pictur¬ 
esque scenery and undisclosed wealth. Truly one of 
Nature’s devout Christians, being a member of Knox 
United church, with which he was connected ever since 
coming to Calgary. 

He was initiated in Alberta Lodge No. 1, I.O.O.F., 
March 31st, 1904, and elected Noble Grand in the year 
1910. In the year 1912 he was elected Representative to 
the Grand Lodge of Alberta. On the 20th, of February, 
1924 he joined Alberta Encampment No. 1 I.O.O.F. and 
was elected chief Patriarch in 1937, and Representative 
to the Grand Encampment in 1938. He joined Esther 
Rebekah Lodge No. 1, on March 13th, 1907, and Calgary 
Canton No. 2, Patriarch Militant, June 27th, 1936. He 
was also a member of the Veteran Odd Fellow Associa¬ 
tion of Southern Alberta, and represented the Jurisdic¬ 
tion of Alberta at the Sovereign Grand Lodge in 1937. 

Upon the. death of Oscar Eugene Tisdale, Grand Sec¬ 
retary of the Grand Lodge of Alberta, on July 21st, 1932 
Brother Ballentine was selected by the Advisory Board 




of the Grand Lodge to fill the unexpired term as Grand 
Secretary, which position 'ey the unanamous choice of its 
members, he held each succeeding year until the time of 
his death. 

During the period of his membership in our Order, 
Brother Ballentine was an earnest active worker, and 
much good for the Order resulted from his efforts, for 
ivhieh he was eminently fitted. A man of strong con¬ 
victions, he was ready on occasion to express them, and 
was one of those who played his part well and “departing 
left behind him footprints on the sands of Time.” In 
his death we have all sustained a great loss, and it will 
be hard to find! one to take his place. Previous to his 
passing, Brother Ballentine suffered poor health and re¬ 
turned to his former home in the east for a short period 
with the hope of improving his condition, but it was 
without avail for his Maker called him to his Heavenly 
Reward on October 3rd, 1941. 

A funeral service was held on Monday October 6th, 
at Jacques Funeral Home in Calgary, the chapel being 
filled! to capacity by members of our Order, relatives 
and friends to pay their last respects to the memory of 
a beloved Odd Fellow and worthy citizen. The service 
was conducted by the Rev. Alien R. Huband pastor of 
Knox United church assisted by Rev. J. R. Morden pas¬ 
tor of Wesley United church, after wdiich the remains 
which were accompanied by his beloved wife, were for¬ 
warded to Hamilton Ontario where the burial service was 
held attended by large numbers of all branches of our 
Order, also relatives and friends of his boyhood days. 
He was laid' to rest in the beautiful Woodland Cemetary 
of Hamilton, Ontario.

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Report of Committee Representing Grand 
Lodge on the Board of Directors of 
Alberta Odd Fellows' Temple Ltd. 

To the Officers and Members of the 

Grand Lodge of Alberta I.O.O.F. 

We, your Committee elected to represent the Grand Lodge on the 
Board of Directors of Alberta Odd Fellows Temple Ltd., report as 
follows: 

At the Twenty-third Annual Meeting of the Shareholders of the 
Company, held on April 26th, 194t, all the members of your Commit¬ 
tee were elected by the Sharehold ers to the Directorate of the Com. 
pany, and in compliance with the resolution passed at your 1938 
Session, the Grand Master was also elected to that Board. The or¬ 
ganization meeting of the Directors following the Shareholders 
Meeting re-elected the former officers as follows: 

J. H. Ross: President. 

A. B. Ballentine: Vice-President. 

A. W. 'Northover: Secretary-Treasurer. 

The death of our Vice-President and your Grand Secretary on 
October 2nd was a definite loss to the Board of Directors of the 
Company. Brother Ballentine had been a Director of the Company 
since 1924 and Vice-President since 1027. During that time he reg- 
ulary attended the meetings of Directors and willingly and efficiently 
discharged the duties of that office and of the various committees 
to which he was assigned. Following his death Brother R. S. Mc¬ 
Millan was elected as Vice-President for the balance of the term. 

Acting as Directors of the Temple Company the members of 
your committee have attended the meetings of the Board and of its 
various committees in the performance of the duties assigned to 
them. 

The Auditor’s Report and Financial Statements of the Company 
for the year ended December 31, 1941 are attached hereto for your 
information. 

It will be observed from these statements that the rental rev¬ 
enue of the Building has increased over 1940 by approximately 
$800.00, and at the same time expenditures have been reduced by 
some $300.00. The net rental being that the loss for the year has 
been reduced to $1695.85 as against $2865.51 for 1940. 
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It was necessary to re-tube one of the heating boilers in the 
basement of the building during 1941. This boiler had not been re¬ 
tubed since the construction of the building in 1912 and the tubes 
were in bad shape and had started to leak. This boiler is a reserve 
unit and has not had much use during the past few years, but the 
Directors were of the opinion that it should be put in shape for 
use should a failure occur in the other boiler. The cost of this re¬ 
pair was $433.00, and will be depreciated over a five-year period. 
Depreciation on both building and furniture has been continued at 
the same rate as in former years. As anticipated in last year’s re¬ 
port we repainted all the woodwork and metal cornices on the out¬ 
side of the building which in addition to improving the appearance 
will help to prolong their life. 

Victory Bonds in the amount of $1000.00 were purchased during 
the year and it is the intention of the Directors to make further 
purchases of 1942 issues of this type of bond as funds become avail¬ 
able. 

(Rentals appear to be fairly well stabalized at the present time 
and nearly all the stores, rooms, and offices are occupied. The year 
1942 should produce at least as favorable a report as did 1941 unless 
something unforseen should materialize.

Alberta Odd Fellows Temple Limited: 


I have made an examination of the books of your Company 
for the twelve months ended December 31st, 1941, and have pleasure 
in submitting herewith the following statements: 

Balance sheet as at December 31st, 1941. 

Revenue account for the year. 

Statement of Cash Receipts and Disbursements 
Comparative Statement of Revenue and Operating Account 
for the past three years, 
and beg to report as follows: 

The Cash position of your Company has improved $1,000.00 
over that of last year. The balances in the Current Account and 
the Savings Account have been verified by me anidi certified to me 
by the Manager of the Imperial Bank of Canada. 

The Accounts Receivable show a reduction of $06.00. With 
the exception of one or two accounts these appear to be in good con¬ 
dition, and it was not considered advisable to increase the reserve 
for bad debts as the amount allowed is deemed sufficient to take 
care of any losses that may accrue. 


INVESTMENTS—During the year one $1,000.00 Dominion of 
Canada Bond was purchased. I attended at the Imperial Bank and 
examined these investments and found same to be in order. These 
Bonds appear on the Balance Sheet at cost and the accrued interest 
taken into consideration. 


REVENUE ACCOUNT—Considerable improvement has been 
shown in the operations of your Company during the past year. The 
Rental Revenue has increased some $800.00, and there has been a 
reduction in the operating expenses of $300.00, with the result that 
the net loss for the year amounts to $1,695.85 as against $2,865.61 
in 1940. Due allowance has been made for depreciation and a 20 
per cent, written off improvements. 

Subject to the foregoing remarks, I am of opinion that the at¬ 
tached Balance Sheet and accompanying Statements are properly 
drawn up so as to exhibit a true and correct view of the financial 


position of your Company as at December 31st, 1941, according to 
the best of my information and the explanations given to me and 
as shown by the books of the Company. I have obtained all inform¬ 
ation and explanations I have required.

Report of the Committee Acting 
on Jurisdictional Lodge; 
Provincial No. 200 


■ We your Committee appointed to act together with the Grand 
Secretary and the Grand Treasurer for the operation of Provincial 
Lodge No. 200, report as follows: 

I As at the end of 1040 there was reported a membership cf 353 
in Provincial Lodge. The Grand Secretary in the preamble of his 
report (1941 Journal) called attention to the fact that this number 
Included all the unsuspended members of Lodges, which had surren¬ 
dered their Charters since the formation of Provincial Lodge in 1939, 
although a large number of these members had not replied to letters 
sent them requesting that they indicate whether or not they wished 
to retain membership in the Jurisdictional Lodge. During 1041 fur¬ 
ther letters were sent to these members and some replies were re¬ 
ceived. We have now thought it advisable that we show as mem¬ 
bers at the end of 1941 only those members who have replied to 
our letters and have paid the fees required to place them in good 
Standing in Provincial Lodge. The actual number of Brothers who 
have so paid their fees since the starting of this Lodge is forty-eight 
and of these eight have been transferred to other Lodges within 
the Jurisdiction of Alberta. 


■ As indicated by your Committee on previous occasions, Provin¬ 
cial Lodge has endeavoured to function with the primary object of 
Retaining within the membership of the Order all possible members 
of defunct Lodges. It was not deemed of first importance that they 
become members of a lodge within this Jurisdiction, but rather that 
they should, if possible affiliate with any Lodge near to their pres¬ 
ent place of residence so that they, could again become active par- 
icipants in the Fraternal Life of our Order. This is the policy 
diich has been maintaineidi and subject to the approval of the Grand 
Ige we deem it desirable to continue. 

We have dealt with the membership of 16 defunct Lodges with 
an apparent unsuspended membership of about 425. It will, of 
Course, be realized that before a Lodge becomes defunct there is a 
mod when the records of the membership i a not kept up to date and 
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that makes it difficult to definitely determine the number of unsus. 
pended members. Whilst the number of members retained in good 
standing by Provincial Lodge does not represent a very large per¬ 
centage of the Brothers who could have availed; themselves of this 
means of retaining membership, we believe that the number who 
have been so saved to the Order has made the effort well worth¬ 
while. It is our opinion that a continuation of this method of dealing 
with members of defunct Lodges can be continued with much prof¬ 
it. 

We would suggest that members of the Order who are personally 
acquainted with members of defunct Lodges draw their attention to 
the facilities now available to regain membership and be eligible for 
transfer to an active Lodge. 

The By-Laws of Provincial Lodge No. 200 are proving satis¬ 
factory and it is recommended that they be printed as an Appendix 
to the 1942 Journal so that all Lodges may know the conditions of 
admission to this Jurisdictional Lodge.

1. GENERAL 

The membership of our Order will join with me in regretting 
[personally as well as fraternally, the passing of our good Brother 
Alex. B. Ballentine, Grand Secretary. An appropriate message has 
been written about Brother Ballentine by Brothers G. W. Henderson 
and F. Tarrant of his own Lodge and this will precede this report. 

Pursuant to the resolution passed at our last Session I took over 
•the duties of Grand Secretary during Brother Ballentine’s absence 
one sick leave and later when Brother Ballentine passed away, on 
direction of the Grand Master and other elected Officers I assumed 
the office and am submitting this report.

i3 as of June 30th, 1940, has been referred to . The latter recorded 
he receipt of $137.01 in cash and of $700.00 in Bonds through the 
consolidation of Mizpah Lodge No. 72 with Viaduct Lodge No. 53. 
Briefly, the circumstances appeared to be that Brother Reding had 
affiliated with Mizpah Lodge No. 72 in 1911, that he is in his eight¬ 
ieth year of age, that he .presently resides part of the time at the 
home of a niece and part of the time at the home of a nephew in or 
near the town of Portage, state bf Montana, U.S.A. or in or near 
Great Palls, Montana, U.S.A. He desires to be taken to residence 
in the Odd Fellows Home of the State of Idaho in which State he 
had been initiated. He had become a citizen of Canada in the year 
1905. The following motion was moved by Brother Rogers, seconded 
by Brother Webb, and unanimously adopted, namely: 

THAT in view of the fact that Viaduct Lodge No. 53 received 
approximately $850.00 part in cash and part in bonds, by the con¬ 
solidation of Mizpah Lodge No. 72 with it, and because Brother Red¬ 
ing had been a member of Mizpah Lodge No. 72 for some thirty 
years, the Trustees of the Home Fund, are of the opinion that more 
exertion by Viaduct Lodge No. 53 itself should be shown and that 
Viaduct Lodge No. 53 undertake to make some contributions toward 
the upkeep of Brother Reding before referring the case to the Trus¬ 
tees of the Home Fund Who, however, might give consideration to 

I the thought of making a contribution of equal amount to that which 
Viaduct Lodge No. 53 may make when further consideration had 
been given the matter by the latter named Lodge. 

Re: Brother L. A. H. Rossa. 

In the matter of Brother L. A. H. Rossa, to whose case the 
i letter of May 14th, 1941, also referred, the Trustees agreed that the 
| part of the motion passed: with respect to the case of Brother Red- 
: ing should apply in this case with respect to the suggestion that 
Viaduct Lodge No. 53 itself should undertake some financial assis¬ 
tance for this Brother who is a member of that Lodge. 

Re: Donation sent to the Manchester Unity for distribution 
through the Lord Mayor’s Fund. 

A letter dated June 16th from the Independent Order of Odd Fel¬ 
lows, Manchester Unity Friendly Society was read and considered. 
This letter acknowledged receipt of a donation of $850.00 (which re¬ 
alized the sum of 189.16.3 sterling) which had. been drawn from the 
Home Fund and sent to the said Manchester Unity as a contribution 
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from the Grand (Lodge of Alberta, I.O.O.F. through the Manchester 
Unity to the Lord Mayor’s Fund of London, England, for the relief of * 
distress among those who had suffered loss and sustained injury or ; 
suffering through air raids by the enemy in the present War. Con¬ 
firming the withdrawal of the funds out of the Home Fund of Grand 
Lodge the Trustees accepted the suggestion tendered in the letter 
that the said donation be distributed through the War Distress Fund 
which Manchester Unity had instituted to help give relief to Odd 
Fellow members of the said Manchester Unity. The Trustees unan¬ 
imously adopted a motion proposed by Brother Wm. A. Webb, sec¬ 
onded by Brother W. F. Rogers, namely: 

THAT the Manchester Unity be requested to make distribution 
to members of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows of the North 
American continent who may be found to be in need of assistance 
as well as to members of the Manchester Unity. 

The meeting then adjourned.

The case of Brother J. M. Reding of Viaduct Lodge No. 53 of 
Lethbridge was again considered together with correspondence from 
the Viaduct Lodge since the date of the last meeting; also some 
correspondence forwarded by Viaduct Lodge which they had received 
from Brother Reding. After giving careful consideration to this

He intends to reside in Calgary 
with a daughter for the present and states that he holds a Regis¬ 
tration Card taken during the World War at Lethbridge in 1918, and 
that this card has been sufficient to prove his Canadian nationality 
for purposes of entering Canada. 

The Secretary also reported that no reply had yet been received 
from Viaduct Lodge No. 53 as to their search for proof of his Cana¬ 
dian nationality.

13- GRAND SIRE’S DECISION 

Acting on instructions the following question was submitted 
to the Grand Sire and hi^ answer follows the question. 

Question: 

Whereas Article XXIH was enacted because of an emergency 
being of state of war in which Canada was at'the time engaged; 
and 

Whereas, in the enacting of the said Article XXHI, the provis¬ 
ions of certain Sections of the Code of General Laws were for the 
time being set aside; and 

Whereas the said emergency still exists; 

Would it be legal for a Grand Lodge in Canada similarly to enact 
legislation whereby such Grand Lodge would forego or remit the 
per capita tax payable to it by its subordinate lodges on members 
while serving in His Majesty’s Forces in the aforesaid' war ? 
Answer: 

Yes, it is within the law for a Grand Lodge to pass such leg¬ 
islation. 

I would further qualify my answer by saying that in my opin¬ 
ion it is a dangerous thing to do. Each subordinate lodge should 
undertake to keep its members in good standing who enlist for ac¬ 
tive service overseas. This would give each lodge an objective to 
raise funds for that purpose and it would not handicap the Grand 
Lodge in maintaining the services which the Grand Lodge is ex¬ 
pected to give. If the revenue from the subordinate lodges, through 
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the per capita tax, is cut off from the Grand Lodge, it cannot con¬ 
tinue to function. The difficulty with a lot of members is that they 
think that they should be legislated into prosperity, or wish to main¬ 
tain the organization without any effort on their part, or any pay¬ 
ment of fees. So, I say, while it is within the power of the Grand 
Ledge to pass such legislation, in my opinion it would not be wise.
